Starting in 1931, with an initial 
- grant -of- $250-from-the- company, the- 
Association now boasts a membership 
of over 450, these for the most part 
being Jowly-paid Chinese employees. 

All, however, are eligible for the 
football teams, and such has been the 
growth ofthe game under the en- 
thusiastic training of Mr. W. J. Brown, 
the president of the Club and Chief 
Accountant of the China Light and 
Power Co., that teams, during the sea- 
son just concluded, were entered in 
First and Second Divisions and did 
remarkably well in both. 


APPLICATION FOR GROUND 


Looking further ahead, Mr. Brown 
has other ideas which he has every 
confidence will develop. Having regard 
to the increasing number of foothallers 
and potential footballers who are be- 
ing catered for, and the excellent work 
being done in the physical training of 
a large number of Chinese, Who would 
otherwise probably be prey to the 
tubercular scourge With which the Co-
